A RELIGIOUS INQUIRY 



In view of the confusion in contemporary thinking about 
the validity of any dependable source of moral and 
spiritual values, I am undertaking an inquiry into the 
religious foundations of faith of representative men 
and women. 

The purposes of this study are: 

a) to provide a challenge for re-thinking the 
foundations of human purpose and values in 
the mid-twentieth century; 

b) to assess the impacts of the Judaeo-Christian 
religions, the worldview of modern science, 
and the historic democratic value-structure, 
upon man in his search for a valid faith; and 

c) to publish a vigorous statement representing 
a variety of viewpoints of recognized and 
dedicated men and women; the profit, if any, 
to go to a worthy program, such as the World's 
Tension Study sponsored by UNESCO. 

The response I received to a paper in a symposium on 
"Foundations of World Organization" by the Conference on 
Science, Philosophy and Religion in Relation to the 
Democratic Way of Life, stimulated me to undertake this 
inquiry. Attached you will find a set of five questions. 
Would you be willing to contribute your personal testi¬ 
mony in terms of these questions that are raised?

QUESTIQMS EOK A RELIGIOUS INQUIRY 


1. In the Judaeo-Christian religions , stripped of their 
divergent ethnic, doctrinal and structural factors, 
what religious values, as you use the term religion , 
do you think should he emphasized in contemporary 
thought and practice? 

2. In the light of the worldview that modern science is 
unfolding, what grounds have you for religious con¬ 
victions about cosmic reality? Do you think that it 
cares for man's well-being? If you think that it 
does, how do you reconcile your convictions with 
such evidence as Nature's apparent indifference to 
the highest interests of man and its occasional des¬ 
tructive treatment of him? 

3. Are the human values expressing the genius of the 
democratic movement and of personal moral character 

intrinsic elements of your religious faith? If not, 
what relative place do you accord them in religion? 
If so, are they the sole grounds of your religious 
faith? And, if so, why? 

*+. Do you assume that the supreme values available to 
moral man, of whatsoever source , are aspects of one 
spiritual reality? If so, how do you relate in your 
faith the survival values of the Judaeo-Christian 
religions (question one), the dynamic values in¬ 
herent in the activity of the cosmos (question two), 
and the creative values emerging in man's struggle 
to build a society of free men (question three)? 

If not, how do you relate these various value- 
structures in your conception of spiritual reality? 

5. Does the concept "God 11 serve an essential purpose in 
your rationale of religion? If so, what is the 
particular content of your inference when you use 
this concept? If not, what is your source for know¬ 
ledge and guidance with respect to the highest type 
of human life? 














A SUPPLEMENTARY STATEMENT 
FOR YOUR GUIDANCE 
IN THE PREPARATION OF YOUR ESSAY 



This symposium will be published by Harper and Brothers, 
Ordway Tead, editor, social and economic books, being one 
of the contributors. 

The finished book will contain the essays in sequence, 
without editing, together with a biographical note abbut 
each of the participants. An introductory chapter will 
suggest the importance and timeliness of the inquiry, and 
the reasons for raising the particular questions. A final 
chapter will indicate the significance of the diversity of 
viewpoints in the essays, and, withal, the degree of 
similarity among the human values that these men and women 
cherish. The reader will find here, we hope, the stimula¬ 
tion and guidance he needs to formulate his own resolution 
of the inescapable human issues that are focused by this 
study. 

It may add to the clarity of the procedure in the prepara¬ 
tion of the essays and to the strength of the finished 
anthology if I share some of the results of recent con¬ 
ferences with a number of the contributors. As to the 
pattern of the inquiry, suggested by the five questions 
you have been invited to answer, the following observations 
may be helpful: 

1. The inquiry is conceived in terms of these questions 
to provide the reader of the book with a close 
parallel in structure of materials, so that he can 
more easily recognize the elements of similarity and 
difference in the various contributions. Some of 
you may, by virtue of your special interest, give 
more consideration to one question than to another, 
although it is hoped that each of you will treat all 
five of the related subjects. 

2. The questions are predicated on the assumption that 
the three major forces contributing to the making of 
Western civilization, and more particularly to 
American culture, are the Judaeo-Christian tradition, 
the field and world-view of science, and the demo¬ 
cratic movement. For this reason questions 1, 2 and 
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3 in the inquiry deal with them individually. 
Question *+ raises the issue of an integration 
of human values, and question 5 is in the 
nature of a footnote to the others, though by 
no means unimportant. 

3. Countless men and women, in'search of guidance 
with respect to the basic values of human life 
and a sense of direction in these confused 
times, need the kind of stimulation that mature_ 
and dedicated leaders can offer them. They 
will respond more to your frank and personal 
convictions, distilled out of a lifetime of 
disciplined commitment to the challenges of the 
modern world, than to abstract essays inter¬ 
preting the theme. I hope that you will write, 
therefore, what is deepest in your mind and 
heart with respect to your own faith. 

If for any reason you would like to comment on these 
suggestions, please do so. Mr. Tead joins me in express 
ing the hope that this study will prove of considerable 
importance.

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Dear Friends: 


For three months, from September to December, 1S55, I revisited and 
held meetings in Japan, Korea and Hongkong. The last proved the best obser¬ 
vation post, among its one million refugees, to learn v/hat is actually going 
on in all the provinces of the Peoples Republic of China. In Japan I visited 
fifteen cities just a decade after Japan* s first and only defeat in all her 
history. The myth of a divine Emperor and a people descended from the Sun 
goddess destined to conquer the world has been exploded once for all. Japan 
is left with 88 million people, increasing by more than a million a year, 
on her beautiful but barren islands, with an area about the size of California— 
but without its rich resources. Gone are her former lucrative industries in 
Manchura, her food supplies and rich raw materials from Formosa and her 
brief Asiatic empire. Put I was never so impressed with the strong character 
and indomitable greatness of the Japanese people as I am today despite their 
present poverty, 

I had visited their bombed cities in ashes seven years ago. Tokyo 
is now rebuilt and overcrowded with 7,800,000 as the world's third largest 
city. General MacArthur wrote into the Japanese constitution the clause 
which forever renounced war affirming that "land, sea and air forces...will 
never be maintained." As the United States now urges her to rearm as her 
ally against the Soviet Union, Japan, sick of war, is averse to being bombed 
by Russia and like India wishes to preserve her neutrality between the two 
warring nations of the USA and the USSR. I believe there is evidence that 
Japan, after her one and only defeat, has learned her lesson of the war more 
than Germany after two defeats. She blames her militarists for dragging her 
into war more than America for destroying her cities. It was embarrassing 
to speak in Hiroshima and Nagasaki, both destroyed by our atonic bombs, as 
I told them I had just seen the places where the war began and ended—Pearl 
Harbor where almost the whole American navy was destroyed and America was 
stabbed broad awake, and the Japanese cities where the war ended. Under 
her new American-imposed Constitution Japan seems slowly to be learning the 
lessons of democracy, 

America is becoming growingly inpopular around the 700 American military 
bases which "are destroying Japanese life" with the rapid increase of pro¬ 
stitution because of American soldiers who have more money than they can 
spend. The "Fellowship of Christian professors" of Japan protests that 
America's method of dealing with Communism—"McCarthyism"—can only invite 
war "which will be many times more tragic than we experienced at Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki," They fear that the Japanese "will cone to feel that a Com¬ 
munist revolution is the only way out." However, as long as Japan, as the 
only industrialized nation in Asia, and India are on our side we belong to 
the two-thirds of the world that is still free. 

The greatest institution I found in Japan—and also the neediest—were 
the Japanese churches which in the last hundred years have not groivn as they 
should with only 234,286 Protestants and 171,785 Roman Catholics. Most of 
them, like the majority of tho churches of America and Europe, have no 
adequate social message and make no passionate demand for justice. 

After the undiscouragenble recovery of Japan it was heart-breaking to 
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visit Korea, After the two billion dollars of American money already spent 
on Korea the physical devastation was not as great as I had expected but I 
found almost universal suspicion, bitter divisions, strife and hatred. Korea 
was once the greatest mission field in the world. There is a typical division 
today between the "Jesus Presbyterians, 1 ’ who are fundamentalists, and the 
’’Christ Presbyterians,” who are neo-orthodox. The war in Korea cost the 
United States 34,000 dead and 22 billion dollars. The Chinese in North 
Korea will neither make peace, nor keep the terms of the armistice, as our 
Intelligence correctly informed us concerning the exact number of jet planes 
and the lengthened runways and air fields for these planes now being built 
by the Chinese in North Korea. 

I regret to aay that the saddest fact I found in Korea was the aged 
President Syngman Rhee. I returned to him the New Testament he had lent me, 
snuggled into his Korean prison by his Confucian father that was the means of 
his conversion years ago. He looks older than his admitted 80 years of age. 

I fear he will never, like Sir Winston Churchill, admit he is old enough to 
retire. There are two younger men that are not in their dotage who could do 
a much better job than he is doing. The poor man is said to quarrel continu¬ 
ally with Americans, with his own Parliament and with neighboring nations. 

We cannot blame him that his one monomania is to reunite Korea as a free and 
independent nation, which he thinks could be achieved by a short "preventive” 
war. The United States, however, will never risk a world war by fighting the 
battles of Syngman Rhee or Chiang Kai-shek for them, and neither could do 
anything without us. 

I found Hongkong unique and all-important as the only free bridge-head 
left for the Chinese. They did not wish to return to Red China or to go to 
Formosa, both of which they consider totalitarian and in no respect democratic. 
Hongkong is a city of two and a half million—one million of them refugees. 

It was even more open for evangelistic reaping among the Chinese people than 
Japan. Among these million refugees and those who are working with them we 
learned much of actual conditions in Red China today. 

Four classes seem absolutely loyal to the common front "Chinese Peoples 
Republic”: the Communist Party, the Red Army—the best paid, educated and 
most culturally favored class—the ranks of organized labor and most of all, 
the fanatically organized Youth Movement, who parade to sponsor every govern¬ 
ment loan or project. If there are approximately ten million in each of these 
loyal classes that is all they need to start with. If there are 40 millions 
loyal mong the 600 millions of the population that is 1 to 15. AH China is 
now divided into groups of approximately 15 in each. The leader asks each 
to write or state his personal history, then labors patiently till each 
statement is orthodox according to Marx as interpreted by Mao, and until 
each is working loyally, not for himself but unselfishly for the whole 
"Chinese Peoples Republic.” (How many in America are working not for then- 
selves, or for their own private profit under "free enterprise," but for 
any unselfish cause such as Christianity, or patriotism?) 

This movement from below upwards through these groups of 15 seems mostly 
constructive and patriotic. The movement from above downward from the 
"Big 5" who rule China is often ruthless and merciless toward all whom they 
consider class enemies, such as the "rich landlords." Here is where the brain 
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washing,.the liquidation, imprisonment and transportation occur. There is 
little, liberty in China—that was the aim of "bourgeois revolutions, 11 like 
those in America or in Prance. There is, however, a passionate demand for 
what they consider social justice. 

The peasants are likely to rebel first under the awful pressure for 
necessarily rapid industrialization. But the Big 5 have their ears close 
to the ground, they have the welfare of all the people at heart and they 
will doubtless be wise enough quickly to relieve the pressure. I consider 
these five men on the whole abler than the present dabinet in the United 
States, or that of Britain, and abler than the Politbureau of Soviet Russia 
including the oft-drunken Krushchev. It is sheer wishful thinking to imagine 
the overthrow of the Peoples Republic of China in our day. It seems as 
stable—though not as popular or as denocractic—as the government pf the 
United States, Cnada or Great Britain, My able Christian friend in Hongkong 
who deals continually with the refugees from China considers that Marxism 
is permitted by God to challenge the selfish personal possessive—salvation 
type of Christianity without any social responsibility held by most Christians 
in America and elsewhere. 

I return from this trip in the Pacific with deep gratitude to God. The 
promise that unfailingly carried us—Philippians 4:17—was the one that took 
us round the world seven years ago: "My God will supply every need of yours— 
(that means for me for body, mind and soul)—according to his riches in 
Christ Jesus." That included one meeting a day throughout the Pacific and 
on the homeward drive when wo skidded in gravel, went over an embankment and 
our automobile turned completely over, we landed right side up and walked 
off without a limp! 

In January I shall speak in the Colleges around Chicago, going to Hew 
York for February to finish my book for 1956 on How To Rive and begin my 
book for 1957 on Why _I Bel ieve , a Modern Apologetic . If I get the permission 
of my specialist, Paul Dudley White, I hope to fly around the world in 1956 
for meetings in Japan in September and October, meetings for two weeks in 
Hongkong, a week each in Bangkok, Siam, and Singapore, and two and a half 
months in India beginning with meetings with the missions and churches in 
the South as Bishop Azariah and I used to do. "Pray for us."
